GONE COUNTRY 

I GREW UP IN A FARM TOWN IN WEST TENNESSEE, where country music 
provided the soundtrack of every bonfire, ball game, and barbecue, but it wasn't 
until I moved away from the country that I really came to appreciate the genre. 

I found myself living in the middle of Manhattan — a place that (at the time) 
didn't even have a country radio station — and yearning for the comforts of home. 

Skeptics may say that country music — modern-day country, in particular — is 
full of cliches (dirt roads, riverbanks, pickup trucks), but those things are cliche for a 
reason. In this hyper-connected world, I think more and more people crave a sense 
of escape, and country music lets you kick up your feet and do just that. And its mes- 
sage clearly resonates: Recently, country music surpassed all other genres to 
become the most popular musical format in the country (even New York City finally 
jumped on the bandwagon with its own station), and this issue is one big cele- 
bration of the laid-back living associated with the music. 

So who better to help us celebrate all things country than the reigning queen of 
the category: Grammy Award-winning musician Miranda Lambert. Miranda and her 
musician husband Blake Shelton — you may know him from The Voice on NBC — live 
in Tishomingo, Oklahoma (population: 3,068), and trust me when I tell you that she is 
a breath of fresh country air. So down-to-earth, in fact, that she gamely posed on 
a porch swing in 20-degree weather in the middle of February. (See the outtake from 
this issue's cover shoot below. Yes, that is snow in the foreground.) 

But even if you're not a country music fan, I know you'll find something in this 
issue that floats your (pontoon) boat, whether it's a gorgeous bedroom that just hap- 
pens to be inspired by a classic song (page 50), a stylish barn that just happens to 
be owned by one-half of a popular musical duo (page 64), or a charming bungalow 
that just happens to belong to the granddaughter of a honky-tonk icon (page 82). 
Most of all, though, I hope it inspires you to put a little more country in your livin'.

Remove wheels and axles from three 
wagons of roughly the same size. For 
the bottom shelf, attach galvanized floor 
flanges on the inside four corners 
with nuts and bolts. Mount casters to 
underside. For the middle shelf, attach 
two floor flanges (one on the inside, one 
on the bottom) in all four corners with 


nuts and bolts. For the top shelf, attach 
galvanized floor flanges on the bottom 
four corners with nuts and bolts. Next, 
use screws and Liquid Nails to adhere 
wooden dowels (ours were cut to 
one-foot lengths) to center of the 
flanges to build one unified structure. 
(For additional support, attach wire 
cross braces between the shelves.)

Remove wheels and axles from 
a wagon. To create a shelf, 
measure the interior width and 
cut a board (a 1" x 2" piece will 
accommodate most wagons) and 
a 2 3 /8 m dowel to that width. Using 
1-inch screws, drill to secure 
shelf in desired position; glue a 
dowel in place above. Repeat 
as desired. Affix a steel picture 
hook to the back to hang. 


3.CREDENZA CATCHALL 

Remove wheels and axles 
from a mini red wagon. 

(Try Radio Flyer's Toy Wagon 
for a similar look, $20; radio 
flyer.com.) Apply adhesive 
furniture pads to the bottom 
to prevent scratching. 



4. HANGING LUMINARY 

Remove wheels and axles 
from a wagon and drill a hole 
in each corner. Insert an eye 
hook screw into each spot and 
secure with a nut. Place eye 
hook screws in ceiling to align 
with wagon corners. Loop 
rope through the wagon eye 
hooks and tie to those in 
ceiling. Adorn with LED can- 
dles and greenery. 


5. DOG BED 

Remove wheels and axles 
from a wagon. Next, cover a 
pillow insert (sizes will 
vary according to wagon 
dimensions) with a pet- 
friendly fabric and place in 
the bed of the wagon.

It’s no mistake that the earli- 
est trucks resembled wagons;

This high- 
wheeler (the rims measure 36” 
tall) topped out at 20 mph, 
no care or feeding of horses 
required. Just 181 MWXs 
were made, making this a 
rare ride.

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1929 FORD MODEL 
A ROADSTER TRUCK 

When the Model A debuted in 
1927, it proved more user 
friendly than its Model T pre- 
decessor thanks to enhanced 
suspension and upgrades 
like exterior door handles. 
(Model T owners had to open 
doors by reaching inside 
the cabs.) Ford kept the price 
affordable at $395 through 
ingenious (and eco-friendly!) 
practices like reusing ship- 
ping crates in the truck beds.

1939 CHEVROLET 
HALF-TON 

This shiny model was hailed 
as the best-looking truck 
in Chevrolet history. (Check 
out those fenders!) It was 
also a workhorse that could 
haul a 1,060-pound load 
and get over 20 miles per 
gallon. As with all post- 
Great Depression pickups, 
seats got wider and cush- 
ier for a more car-like cab.

My basset

in a nail trimmer? 

-R.R., KUNA, ID 



There are a lot of clipper varieties 
out there, so ask your veterinarian or 
groomer if you can experiment with 
a few options to see what makes you 
(and your pup!) most comfortable. Guillotine 
trimmers— which have a hollow ring to stabilize 
the nail— are my favorite. I find they offer good 
accuracy. If you’re nervous about snipping the 
quick (the sensitive part of the nail closest to the 
paw), you may want to consider a battery-powered 
grinder, which simply sands the nails down. The 
gradual process helps avoid missteps. Whatever 
you choose, take your time and stay relaxed. 

Hank will take cues from your demeanor.

Can you recommend a 
colorful variety with 
a long life expectancy?

My three top picks for 
pet fish are guppies 
(shown above), tetras, 
and diamond tetras. 

They all have bright markings and 
are very active, which means your 
little ones can enjoy watching 
them swim and dart about. They 
also thrive in a community. (This 
trait contrasts betta fish, a popular 
pet store variety that is prone to 
fighting fellow tank mates.) When 
welcoming home your new pets, 

I recommend using an aquarium, 
which provides a more natural 
environment than a fish bowl. In a 
regularly cleaned tank, you can 
expect your underwater friends to 
live three to five years.

5 years old. Bottom line? If you’re interested in owning 
a pig, be prepared for the possibility that it may pack 
on the pounds.

BARN DOORS. POPLAR PANELING. ROPES GALORE. THINK IT 
SOUNDS CLICHE? NOT SO FAST. COUNTRY SUPERSTAR RONNIE DUNN’S 
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Ronnie and his wife, Janine, 
relax on their spacious porch in the 
company of their Rottweiler, Anna, 
and miniature schnauzer, Jackson. 
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onnie Dunn is not one to rush 
things. He looked for years to find 
the perfect property where he 
could pursue the outdoor activities 


he loves: fishing, hiking, and horse- 
back riding. When he came across 600 acres 
outside of Nashville, he knew he’d (finally!) 
found his spot. “It has huge bluffs and ponds, 
and Big Turnbull Creek cuts through. It 
was the kind of geographic drama I’d been 
searching for,” says Ronnie. 

The country music star (he’s half of 
Grammy-winning duo Brooks & Dunn) was 
equally measured in building a home on 
the property. Instead of completing it in one 
fell swoop, he let the structure— and its 
purpose— evolve over time. “The original idea 
was to build a tractor shed,” explains Ronnie. 
“But then I got to thinking it would be nice 
to have a place to socialize. And cook. And 
spend the night. From there I just started 
having fun with it!” The result: a 44-foot-wide 
x 88-foot-long barn-inspired structure with 
four bedrooms, two baths, and one large 
open living space. When building “the barn,” 
as Ronnie calls it, his first objective was 
to highlight the surrounding natural beauty. 
Though barns are traditionally without 
windows, Ronnie’s interpretation features 
large ones (some are 10 feet tall), which 
allow the sweeping views to be an integral 
part of the design. Similarly, the seating area’s 
glass doors open to a lounge-like porch, 
creating a true indoor/outdoor living space. 


SITTING AREA 

The towering white wingbacks and impressive 
antler chair demonstrate the home’s cozy-and-inviting 
meets rough-and-tough aesthetic. 

WET BAR 

With the help of designer Rachel Halvorson, 

Ronnie designed a 13-foot-tall limestone-backed 
bar that showcases the home’s soaring ceilings. 
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To maximize storage, one hglf 
of the island contains a series 
of baskets and bins; the other 


half has an additionalywork 
surface mounted with e’a 


to roll away when not in use. 
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When it came to building materials, 
Ronnie opted for hardy, can-take-a- 
beating options in keeping with the barn 
aesthetic. “My goal was to make it as 
utilitarian as possible,” he says. “I tried 
to choose things that felt at home in 
the country— nothing too delicate.” 
Among those selections: 12-inch-wide 
white oak plank floors secured with 
vintage square-head nails; a substantial 
limestone mantel and towering field- 
stone fireplace; and poplar paneling in 
varying widths hung vertically and 
painted a creamy white to create an 
airy ambience that accentuates the 
soaring 25-foot ceilings. Together, the 
design elements create subtle texture 
that complements the property views 
instead of competing with them. 

Sliding barn doors with a traditional 


Z-brace frame complete the bucolic 
vibe. They’re especially striking in the 
upstairs hallway, where a series of 
five flanks an antique American flag. 

It bears 45 stars, which dates it to 
around 1896. 

With the basics of the house pinned 
down, Ronnie had one more task: 
convincing his wife, Janine, to love it 
as much as he did. To sway her, he 
enlisted Nashville designer Rachel 
Halvorson to add a layer of refinement 
to the rustic home. First up: the kitchen, 
where an abundance of moody gray 
cabinetry, limestone countertops, 
and stainless steel appliances add luxe 
elements to the rough-hewn space. 
There, Rachel also introduced a key part 
of her design for the house: light fixtures 
that up the wow factor in each room.

AMERICAN 

FLAGS 


In 1912 President Taft issued 
an executive order setting 
out guidelines for the country's 
flag. Prior to that, makers were 
free to interpret the configuration 
of white stars in a blue field 
as they saw fit. Some stitched 
them in the straight rows 
(as we do today); others created 
a concentric circle or a single 
large star made up of smaller 
ones. The resulting variety 
of designs makes specimens 
predating the ordinance prized 
collectibles. (Ronnie's circa 
1896 flag is a prime example.) To 
find flags from this era, visit 
jeffbri d gem an.com. 
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GUEST BEDROOM 

A warm putty-hued ceiling (the 
only non-white wall or ceiling 
in the house) creates a cozy effect 
in the guest quarters. 

BATHROOM 

The barn door theme continues 

in an unexpected spot: a shower 
stall! Just outside, a towel bar 
hangs from two ropes. 

MASTER BEDROOM 

An antique barn door track gets 
a second life as a picture rail above 
the tufted burlap headboard. 



Starting with three 16” polished nickel 
pendants, she designed a custom pulley 
framework for them using barnwood 
and steel. The final product is a sleek 
showpiece that can hold its own above 
the 13-foot-long kitchen island. 

Rachel also worked to balance the 
masculine furniture Ronnie had already 
acquired (a large brown leather sofa 
and an antler-adorned chair, for exam- 
ple) with a layer of softness, introducing 
white slipcovered armchairs in both 
the sitting area and around the dining 
table. “The choice seemed impractical,” 
Ronnie says. “But the slipcovers are 
actually perfect for out here. Just throw 
them in the washing machine. She 
converted me!” 

Throughout the rest of the house, 
Rachel maintained the laid-back, 
no-fuss atmosphere by keeping the 
palette neutral and focusing on organic 
textures (lots of linen and rope) and 
raw materials (metal, wood, and stone). 
From the porch to the bathrooms, 


the selections add a sophisticated layer 
that feels equal parts polished and 
pastoral. Their appeal is best showcased 
in the guest bedroom (top left), where 
a novel rope bed, also designed by 
Rachel, anchors the space. Accented 
with a blue-and-white Swiss cross 
blanket, a seagrass rug, and a hanging 
tobacco basket, the room is full-on 
country without feeling too theme-y. 
Ample ivory curtains complete the 
look by framing the outdoor scenery 
and adding just the right amount 
of feminine flair.

W hen Holly Williams and her husband, 

Chris Coleman, a musician and 
artist, began house hunting in 2011, 
they faced a challenge: They loved 
the openness of their downtown 
Nashville loft but craved the charm of a historic 
home. "One night, I had a dream that we'd find 
an airy, historic place with a double fireplace, 
so the moment we spotted this one connecting 
the kitchen and dining area, we knew we'd 
found our home." A self-proclaimed picker, Holly 
is known to decorate the homes of friends 
and family members just for the fun of it. (She 
also owns two of Nashville's best-loved retail 
spots, H. Audrey, a clothing boutique, and White's 
Mercantile, a modern general store.) Using a mix 
of carefully chosen pieces, neutral colors, and 
treasured family keepsakes, Holly transformed 
her Nashville home into a timeless space. 

And when you come from country royalty, those 
heirlooms — and the stories they tell — can 
be true showstoppers.

1). Here’s how she filled her brand-new kitchen 
(that she shares with husband Todd and son 
Cash Baker) with Lone Star style. 

©BUTTERY WALLS The soft creamy hue 
(Canyon Cloud by Behr), combined with the 
natural wood stain (Pecan by Minwax) on the 
windows, trim, and beams, creates a warm 
backdrop for the room’s bold accents. 

©RED BARSTOOLS Jolie’s barstool mix-a 
pair of swiveling tractor seats plus a vintage 
vinyl-covered number— are characteristic of her 
signature farmhouse-meets-retro look. 

©SALVAGED ISLAND Retrofitted with 
electrical outlets and reconfigured drawers, this 
9-foot-long piece, originally a counter in a 
New Jersey general store, multitasks as a prep 
surface, breakfast bar, and homework station. 

©TURQUOISE CABINETS To give them a 
slightly weathered look, Jolie first coated the 
cabinets with blue interior oil stain (Aquarius by 
Sherwin-Williams), then used a rag to apply 
and partially rub off a layer of Provincial Wood 
Finish stain by Minwax. 

©HANDMADE TOOLBOX This rustic 
caddy, which now stores plates instead of Larry 
Slifer’s tools, is one of Jolie’s favorite scores 
from the Round Top antiques fair. “I love that 
it has a story. Someday I’m going to meet 
someone who knew Larry Slifer!” she says. 

©STAINLESS COUNTERTOPS Inspired by 
the industrial kitchens in her parents’ chain 
of pizza restaurants, Jolie chose the stain-proof 
surface for its durability and versatility. “It’s 
not fancy, and it goes with everything,” she says. 

©OPEN STORAGE On the cabinets 
flanking the vent hood, Jolie left the doors 
off for a casual look and convenient access 
to staple ingredients, spices, and dry goods 
stored in apothecary jars. 

©"RESTAURANT" SIGN To preserve its 
red color, Jolie coated the 20-foot-long vintage 
sign, salvaged from a Mexican restaurant in 
San Antonio, with clear polyurethane. 
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PANTRY UPGRADE To give the functional space a farmhouse look,
